PROGRAMMING A D-STAR Rapio For VoIcE 


by Paul Prestia KA3OPZ 


ere is atable summarizing the setups 
for the various Linking and Gateway 
usage. 


The first row demonstrates calling “CQ” 
on simplex, on 70cm . 


The second demonstrates calling “CQ” 
on the local repeater ports of the W9TE 
system. 


The third demonstrates calling a spe- 
cific station, KC9MUT, using the gateway. 


The forth shows how to call “CQ” 
through the gateway when there is a re- 
flector connected. 


The last shows how to call“CQ” through 


the gateway to a remote system 2 meter 
port, in this case W9ICE. In each case you 
are transmitting on 70cm. Note that there 
is a slash ‘/’ right in front of W9ICE’s call- 
sign. 


Remember: The repeater fields RPT1 
adn RPT2 have eight positions for char- 
acters, and the last one is where the ‘port 
switch’ needs to be. Adjust spaces accord- 
ingly, or be frustrated! 


NOTE: Always replace the “KA30PZ’” call 
sign in the MyCALL field examples above 
with your own station call sign. 


Also, replace the “KC9MUT” shown in 
the UrCall column with the call sign of the 
radio you wish to reach.

Since Cycle 24 was providing world- 
wide propagation on 10-meters, we de- 
cided to make a big effort on that band. 
| bought a 5-element 10-meter Yagi to 
help this cause (I always wanted one, so 
this was fulfilling a long-time dream). We 
had some problems with the new tower 
for this antenna, so we ultimately had 
to erect a temporary 24-foot tower to 
hold the new Yagi. Regardless of the low 
height, it played well (more on that later). 


Our two stations were divided by 
bands as follows: Station 1 did 40, 20, 
and 15-meters. Station 2 did 160, 80, 
and 10-meters. Station 1 used an OMNI- 
VI driving a Commander HF-1250 (single 
3CX800), with an inverted-vee for 40 and 
my Tennadyne T6 log periodic array at 
60 feet for 20 and 15. Station 2 used an 
OMNI-VII driving an AL-811H (four TV 
sweep tubes), with an inverted-vee on 
160/80 and the 5-element monobander 
at about 25 feet. Station 2 also had a 4-el- 
ement 10-meter monobander fixed to the 
Southeast for the Caribbean and South 
America. 


Our claimed score is shown in the ac- 
company table. It should beat our 2009 
score, when we won the 9th call area in 
the Multi-Two category (it helped that we 
were the only 9 in the Multi-Two catego- 
ry!). As expected, 10-meters was our best 
band. It was full of DX, and the highest 
frequency we worked someone on was 
29.007 MHz. Note that we worked DXCC 
on 10-meters over the weekend, with 32 
of the 40 CQ zones in the log. 


claimed score 775,761 


15 and 20-meters were in good shape, 
too, and we did quite well on those bands. 
We didn't spend a lot of time on 40-me- 
ters, and we had brief excursions to 160 
and 80-meters. The biggest improvement 
to help the low bands would be low-noise 
receiving antennas. 


A couple other improvements are al- 
ready in the works for next year (well, 
they're just thoughts at the moment). 
First, the bands that the two stations cov- 
ered were not optimal. | should have had 
10-meters paired with 40-meters, and 
160/80 paired with 20 and 15. That way 
when 10-meters closed, the station could 
go to 40-meters — which is the easiest of 
the low bands - while the other station 
stayed on either 15 or 20. The way to rem- 
edy this is to move antennas around. 


Second, although the 10-meter mono- 
bander played well at 25 feet near the 
house, it will do better at 50 feet in the 
clear. | certainly have enough tower sec- 
tions to do this — just have to do a better 
job of planning (and not wait until a cou- 
ple weeks before the contest!). 


Finally, | have some equipment to work 
on. The OMNI-VI needs some basic main- 
tenance — for one, the audio gain control 
is scratchy. And the HF-1250 amp has 
a problem on 20-meters — cleaning the 
transmit/receive relay is the first order 
of business (I've had to do this before). | 
guess that's what winter is for — to stay in- 
side and fix radios.
